in coordination with the Salt Valley Water- 
shed District, the 10 dams will hold back 
much of the flood waters which otherwise 
would converge on the city of Lincoln. 


C h a n n e l straightening and deepening, 


along with construction of levees, on Salt 
Creek through Lincoln 
will further 
protect 


the city from excess waters.

The more dramatic benefit of recreation 


K likely to be more impressive to Lincoln 
area residents than the protection from flood- 
ing.

that lighted the flame, men ever since havp 
been reading the constitution, interpreting it 
and making the intent more of a reality. Pov- 
erty is less of a barrier to legal justice than 
it once was. Because men have cared about 
equal rights, everyone now has the right to 
counsel even if they can't afford it. 


It is time that contemporary defenders of 


democracy be given some of the credit for 
the effectiveness of the constitution We now 
?njoy greater freedoms than our forefathers 
who wrote that document.

Health Fair Corp. Sponsors to Meet 
To Discuss Problem of $14,000 Debt 


A spokesman for the Ne- 


braska Centennial Health Fan 
Corp. said a meeting of cor- 
poration officers is b e i n g 
called for next week to try to 
solve the $14,000-debt problem 
resulting from the free Cen- 
tennial Health Fair. 


The fair drew 90,000 spec- 


tators during a seven-day run 
in Pershing Auditorium last 
spring. 


One of the debts is to Per- 


shing Auditorium, whose board 
earlier this week instructed 
Manager Ike Hoig to confer 
with city attorneys about col- 
lecting the $4,009 78 still due 
the city from the health fair 
corporation. The fair corpora- 
tion paid $707.55 on the orig- 
inal auditorium bill of $4,717. 


Counsel informed the audi- 


torium board they could not 
legally sign a loan note with 
the health fair corporation as 
the latter requested 


Hoig said he intends to set 


up a conference with the city 
attorney but meanwhile en- 
dorsed an employe's sugges- 
tion that the Health Fair 
deficit or part of it might be 


absorbed by the Nebraska 
Centennial Commission sur- j 
plus 


"Since the attorney general 


confirms the commission can't 
give $20,000 to the Kennard 
House restoration and other 
surplus tax appropriated mon- 
ey to lasting projects, perhaps 
the possibility of helping the 
health fair non-profit corpora- 
tion might be explored," Hoig 
said. 
\ health fair corporation 


spokesman said a meeting of 
all eight groups sponsoring 
the fair has not been possible 
thus far but some of them 
individually have agreed to 
a proposal to borrow funds 
to pay off the $14,000 in debt, 
then assume their prorated 
repayment of the loan 


No one in the group had 


anv experience in 
staging 


such an e\ent and apparent- 
ly the 847,000 paid in pledges 
from the eight major spon- 
sors and other exhibiting sup-1 
porters was not enough, the 
corporation official said 


An additional $40,000 was, 


spent on individual exhibits 
by the m a j o r and minor 
health organizations, he said.

Psychology Playing Chief Role In Winning Sports

Chicago — Mesmerism, 


hypnotism, psychology and 
the other white arts play 
* greater role in deter- 
mining winners and loiers 
in athletic contests than 
the differences in physical 
abilities. 


It has been fairly well es- 


tablished that there is such 
a thing as a loser's psy- 
chology regarding individ- 
uals. 


Individual competitors, a 


study among pro golfers 
has shown, provide them- 
selves in advance with phy- 
sical, psychological and un- 


conscious reasons for los- 
ing- 


Can the same apply to 


a team? 


"Yes," says psychiatrist 


Dr. Jordan Scher. "I think 
there can be such things. 


"Very often the Individ- 


ual doesn't want to lose, 
he is j u s t incapable of 
achieving winning. He Is 
caught up in a losing pro- 
gram. He gets a lot of feed- 
back from competitors and 
from the outside. This re- 
inforces his feeling of in- 
competence. 


"Your own behavior is 


controlled by attitudes and 
what we might call hypnot- 


ic sets. The same thing ap- 
plies to teams. They can 
be technically perfect but 
because of their own atti- 
tudes about themselves and 
what they heard other peo- 
ple say a b o u t them, they 
cannot conceive of doing 
anything right. 


"They get hung up with 


this set of attitudes about 
themselves and they are 
reinforced 
by the 
things 


that go on around them. 


"Most i m p o r t a n t for 


them is what they read in 
the newspapers. 
Newspa- 


pers are tremendously in- 
fluential in framing things. 
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"What's written in the 


newspapers gives everyone 
a recognition of the role 
they are supposed to play." 


They may not like that 


role as interpreted by the 
papers, but sooner or lat- 


er it's bound to creep into 
their subconscious. 


Or. Scher talked about 


the athletes who fall into 
sudden slumps which have 
nothing to do with physi- 
cal ability or injuries. This 


can be triggered, he said, 
by a casual wurd or words 
in either direction. 


The ballplayer who over- 


hears his coach tell some- 
one he can't hit a curve. 


The football player w ho 


hears or re a d s depreciat- 
ing statements 
about h i s 


abilities. 


Or the players who re- 


ceive compliments in the 
form of sarcasm. "Every- 
body k n o w s 
you're the 


greatest." 


I'nless the will 10 win is 


strong enough in t h e s e 
players 
these 
statements 


and the attitudes others ex- 
press 
will provide them 


with a rationalization for 
iailure. 


Dr. Scher says that the 


successful competitor, the 
winner, wins for selfish rea- 
sons. He wants to win for 
himself, not for the coach, 
or the school or his girl or 
anything or anyone else. 
just for himself. 


He also had some advice 


for losing coaches. "Some- 
times it's helpful for coaches 
to be rough. But when 
a player or team is caught 
up iii a losing syndrome, 
oftentimes the more he re- 
minds them of their fail- 
ures the worse they be- 
come. 


He has to give them 


time to recover, time to 
rejuvenate their pride. He 
has to reassure them and 
indicate his faith in their 
abilities." 


He prescribed sensitivity 


training, to have them yell 
and s h o u t and b e c o m e 
aware of themselves. They 
should 
shout slogans. 
IIP 


said, like "f am the best." 
as part of the general im- 
pression that they are the 
best. Sound like a pre-draft 
board heavyweight champ"

Harrisburg and an area 
10 miles northwest of there 
reported nine degrees below 
for the lowest readings in the 
state. 


Night temperatures in the 


teens and l o w e r 20s oc- 
curred in the east later in the 
month. 


A warm spell from the 8th 


to the 25th saw temperatures 
In the upper 50s and 60s, and 
some 70 d e g r e e readings 
were recorded in the southeast 
half of the state on the llth 
and 12th.

were very late in maturing, 
were ideal except for repeat- 
ed heavy frosts.
